, sinking the collier Merrimac across the chan- | 


nel leading into the harbor of Santiago de 
Cuba: | 

The Spanish fleet is now helpless, being 
held captive in Santiago de Cuba harbor. 
The narrow channel leading into the harbor 
was completely blocked early this morning 
when the United States collier Merrimac 
was sunk across its entrance. 

It is at present impossible for the Span- 
fards to get out, and it is equally impossible 
for any vessel to getintothe harbor. There- 
fore the Spanish first-class armored cruisers 
Maria Teresa, (ristobal Colon, Vizcaya, and 
Almirante Oquendo, with the two torpedo 
boat destroyers Furor and Pluton, are no 
longer of any use to Spain. 

This result was accomplished through the 
_ hetoism of Lieutenant Richmond P. Hobson, 
assistant naval constructor, and Daniel 
Montague, George Charette, J. C. Murphy, 
Osborn Deignan, George F. Phillips, Francis 
Kelly, and R. Clausen. The latter, a coxswain 
of the New York, took part in the expedition 
against orders. 

They were all captured by the Spanish; but 
Spanish Admiral, in recognition of their 

bravery, sent word to the American Admiral, 

under a flag of truce, that he was willing to 
exchange the prisoners, and assuring the 

American commander that they would be 

treated with the greatest kindness. Money 
‘and provisions have been sent to them and 
the necessary steps are being taken to bring 
abcut their exchange. 


Heroes of the Occasion. 


The American sailors who have immor- 
talized themselves are known officially as 
followa: 

Lieutenant Richmond Pearson Hobson, 
assistant naval ‘constructor, was born at 
Greensboro, Ala., on Aug. 17, 1870. He was 
appointed, after a competitive examination, 
to the Naval Academy in May, 1885. He 
was the youngest memiber of his class, but 
graduated at the head of his eighteen com- 
panions. He has studied engineering, under 
the auspices of the United States govern- 
ment, in France, and. was made assistant 
naval constructor in 1801. He is the authog 
of a semi-political work entitled ‘*‘ The Situ- 
ation and Outlook in Europe.”” He was as- 
signed to the flagship New York when Rear 
Admiral Sampson sailed for the West Indies. 
Lieutenant Hobson is a nephew of John M. 
Morehead of North Carolina, and is a grand- 
son of Chief Justice Pearson of that State. 
He is unmarried, and his father, Judge |

Brave Lads on the Launch. : 


_ Great admiration is expressed at the cool 
pluck and discretion shown by the young 
cadet, George W. Powell, who took com- 
mand of the New York’s steam launch and 
lay under the batteries for many hours, un- 
til he was satisfied from his own observation 
that the Merrimac had gone down before he 
returned to the flagship. It is felt that his 
action involved a display of quite as much 
courage as was shown by the Merrimac’s 
crew, and he Is likely to profit by it. 

. Young Powell was known as “ one of Hob- 
s0n’s chickens.’” When Hobson joined the 
squadron he secured permission from the 
authorities to take with him three young 
naval cadets from the atcadémy at Ann- 
apolis, They were included in his own class 
of. naval cadets at the academy, and he 
wished to take them with him to supplement 
the theoretical force by sgme practical ex- 
perience in the effect of explosives on ships.

the story of his experience. He said: 


‘‘ Lieutenant Hobson took a short sleep for 


a few hours, which was often interrupted. 
At a quarter to 2 he came on deck and made 
a final inspection, giving his last instruc- 
tions. Then we had a little lunch. Hobson 
was as cool as a cucumber. At about 2:30 
o'clock I took the men who were not going 
on the trip into the launch, and started for 
the Texas, the nearest ship, but had to go 
back for one of the assistant engineers, 
whom Hobson finally compelled to leave. I 
shook hands with Hobson, last of all. He 
said: ‘ Powell, watch the boat’s crew when 
well out of the harbor. We will be cracks, 
rowing thirty strokes to the minute.’ 


“After leaving the Texas I saw the Mer- 


rimac steaming slowly in. It was only fair- 

‘ly dark then, and the shore was quite visi- 
ble. We followed, about three-quarters of a 
mile astern. The Merrimac stood about a 
mile to the westward of the harbor, and 
seemed a bit mixed, turning completely 
around, and finally, heading to the east, it 
‘pan down and then turned in. We were 
then chasing him, because | thought Hob- 
‘gon had lost his bearings.

When Rear Admiral Sampson joined Com- 
modore Schley on Wednesday the latter had 
already ascertained that it would be impos- 
sible for the fleet to crawl into the rathole in 
which the Spanish fleet had taken refuge. 
The mines across the entrance and the bat- 
teries which commanded it made the mere 
contemplation of it anact of folly. 

Commodore Schley was inclined to think

‘It was then that Lieutenant Hob- 
eon conceived the scheme of sinking a big 
collier across the harbor entrance and asked 
to be allowed to execute 
seemed certain death and almost certain 
failure, as the odds were overwhelmingly 
against reaching the entrance before dis- 
covery, but Hobson was so enthusiastic that 
his confidence was infectious, and the Ad- 
miral finally gave his consent. 

Lieutenant Hobson’s chief anxiety was 
that in the dark he might miss the narrow 
passage and run on the shoals at the west of 
the entrance. To prevent the possibility of 
this, the plan of allowing the Merrimac to 
run in under the Spanish flag, wii” the fleet 
in feigned pursuit, firing blank cartridges 
and blazing the path to the harbor entrance 
with searchlights, was considered but aban- 
doned, because, among other reasons, Lieu- 
tenant Hobson and his volunteer crew did not 
want to die, if their lives should be sacri- 
ficed, under false colors. They wanted togo 
down with the Stars and Stripes floating 
proudly from the Merrimac. 


No More Recalls.” 

‘When Hobson was recalled on Thursday 
morning after starting for the harbor he 
told the Admiral! in a tone of command that 
he must not again be interfered with. 

“I can carry this thing through,” said he, 
‘but there must be no more recalls. My 
men have been keyed up for twenty-four 
hours and under a tremendous strain. Iron 
will break at last.” 

Such was the indomitable will and cour- 
age with which he faced death and glory. 

When Hobson left the ship and the ex- 
tended hands of his shipmates, more than 
one of the latter turned hastily to hide the 
unbidden tear. But the Lieutenant waved 
them adieu with a smile, and went to his 
‘task. The result is now a matter of histéry. 

Up to the time the Associated Press dis- 
patch boat left the fleet this morning the 
Admiral had not given any orders for the 
bombardment of Santiago de Cuba’s fo-ts, 
but the spirit of revenge seemed to hang over 
the fleet, and by this time Morro Castle and 
the Spanish batteries may be in ruins.

- Invasion Now Under Way 


Washington, D. C., June 5.—[Special.]— 
The invasion,.of Santiago Province is 20w 
actually under way, and before the end of 
the week American soldiers will be safely 
landed on Cuban soil for the express purpose 
of capturing or destroying the fleet now bot- 
tled up by the wreck of the Merrimac. The 
first expedition was dispatched from Tampa 
and Key West last week. It consisted of a 
battalion of engineers with some heavy guns 
and ordnance. About the same time the 
troopship Resolute, convoyed by the con- 
verted yacht Mayflower, was quietly slipped 
out of Mobile Bay and started alcng the 
north coast of Cuba. 


Reports that the ship put in at Mole St. 


Nicholas today confirm the belief that it 
carried at least a battalion of infantry, to 
be used as a preliminary landing force: in 
the vicinity of Santiago. It has been the 
expectation that the first landing would be 
east of the bay, but later reports from Com- 
raodore Schley and Admiral Sampson seem 
t® favor Point Cabrera, a few miles to the 
west, but which is connected by good roads 
t® the interior, which would land the troops 
cn the western shore of the bay just above 
Smith Cay. In this position the trcops 
would command the interior bay, and by 
putting siege guns on the shore in the vi- 
cinity of Caracoles Point there would be a 
clear range to the northeast over the whole 
bay up to the City of Santiago itself. 

The actual! sailing of troops a week ago 
was announced by THE TRIBUNE. It has 
frequently been denied by the War degart- 
ment, and at Tampa especially. It is be- 
leved here tonight that over 10,000 troops 
are now actually on their way to Santiago 
from Mobile and Tampa, although it is 
not understcod that the transports wll go 
direct, but will probably be collected at Key 
West and thence convoyed along the north 
coast of Cuba and around Cape Maysi, which 
was the route taken by the troopship Reso- 
lute and its convoy, the Mayflower. 

It is estimated by army officers that the 
start of the main body of transports may be 
delayed until Tuesday or Wednesday, but 
it is expected that the army of invasion will 
make a landing at least by a week from 
today, although it is quite possible that the 
small detachment of engineers, artillerymen, 
and infantry sent on in advance may succeed 
in fortifying a shore camp before that time. 

As fast as the regulars succeed in occupy- 
ing a permanent position and are ready to 
make another advance their place will be 
at once taken by the volunteers. If a reg- 
ular siege operation becomes necessary it 
is likely that the volunteers will be intrusted 
with most of the work and the regulars sent 
on to Puerto Rico. 

The expedition against Santiago will be 
under command of Major Genera! Shafter, 
and he will arrange all the details after he 
arrives on the ground, but arrangements 
will be made to give him all the troops he 
needs, and for this reason the Puerto Rico 
expedition will not be carried to a conclusion 
until the fate of Santiago is pretty well es- 
tablished, or atleast until the operations of 


| the troops have proceeded to the point where 


the escape of the Spanish ships is made ab- 
solutely impossible. 


Plan of Campaign. 


The plan of campaign, it is believed, will 


be to have Garcia threaten the city from the 
north and east, while the United States in- 
fantry and artillery are landed west of the 
entrance to Santiago harbor. The insurgents 
have no means of making a formal attack, 
being entirely without artillery, but they 
can keep the Spanish troops busy in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the city and prevent any 
concentration on:the west shore of the bay.

PRAISE FOR HOBSON’S ACT. 


London Newspapers Comment on the 
Heroism of the Merrimac’s Crew 


London, June 6.—All the papers refer in 
terms of the highest praise to- Naval Con- 
structor Hobson’s daring exploit at San- 
tiago de Cuba, but some doubts are thrown 
upon the statement that the Merrimac so 
‘completely -blocks the channel as the Amer- 
ican reports assert. 

The Times, in an article reviewing the 
operations of the week, says: ‘“‘ It is most 
probable that Admiral Cervera has a delib- 
erate intention to stay at Santiago; there- 
fore to open the channel would be of little 
use to him.

SPAIN’S VIEW OF HOBSON’S ACT 


Belief That the Merrimac Is Sunk by 
the Batteries and That It Can 
Easily Be Removed.

London, June 6.—The Madrid correspond- 
ent of the Standard says: ‘* An account re- 
ceived from Santiago of defensive prepara- 
t‘ons there notes that the sharp lookout day 
and night for any movement by the Ameri- 
cans continues. Detachments of 4,000 regu- 
lars and 5,000 volunteers, composing the 
garrison at Santiago, under General Linares, 
have been sent to Morro Fort and Punta 
Gorda batteries. Both works have been 
greatly strengthened and are provided with 
Krupp and Hontoria guns, while La Socapa 
is armed with guns taken from the Reina 
Mercedes. - 

‘“* At the time of the attack by the Amer- 
icans the La Socapa guns were served by 
sailors from that ship while it was. an- 
chored in a position to sweep the entrance 
to the harbor. The Spanish staff had con- 
nected with the shore works sevVeral lines 
of submarine torpedoes. The torpedo-boat 
destroyers Pluton and Terror (Furor), with 
steam up, were on the watch; several steam 
launches had been detailed as scouts in 
the navigable channel and outside the en- 
trance of the bay, and the Almirante Oquen- 
do and the Cristobal Colon were ready to 
support forts. 

** Between 3 and 4 o'clock in the morning 
the scouts noticed two vessels rapidly ad- 
vancing toward the mouthrof the channel. 
Yhe fort about the same time opened fire, 
just as the Merrimac was well inside the 
passage. The Spanish officers, having al- 
lowed it to pass the first submarine mine de- 
fenses Unmelested, gave the signal to the 
land batteries, the marine battery at La 
Socapa, and the destroyers and launches to 
fire on the Merrimac, which was sunk, with- 
out completely blocking the channel, just as 
Admiral Cervera appeared on the scene with 
the Almirante Oquendo. The cruiser’s boats 
saved the Americans. 

**Most of the newspapers attach impor- 
tance to the affair, since it has shown that 
the Spanish forces are not only alert, but 
well able to hold the enemyincheck. A few 
papers only express disappointment that 
Admiral Cervera did not give the Ameri- 
cans the slip and resume his cruise. The 
general tone.of the press points to a fresh 
development of warlike feeling among all 
classes, which for the time being overrides 
the influence of the partisans of peace in 
certain better-informed circles.”

SOME WHO DID NOT ATTEND. 


[Special.]—Always impressive in itself, 
solemn high mass of the Catholic Church 
is a peculiarly notable ceremony when Ccele- 
brated with a background of pines and 
tents and a congregation of soldiers.

The blue sky and snowy 
buff-ball clouds outmastered the masters in 
fresco and all tended to enrichen the service 

y 8 o'clock Father Kelly’s congregatio 
had arranged themselves in a prt en 
upon the ground and he began to chant the 
first beautiful words of the mass. All 
nature seemed impressed and silence reigned 
unbroken save by the solemn dignified words 
of the ritual spoken by the priest. 

Fifteen hundred men, all kneeling before 
the little altar in the grandly simple sur- 
roundings of the woods, made it a scene 
not soon to be forgotten. The little choir 
chanted the adeste fideles, and with every 
moment the service grew in beauty and 
solemnity. The tension was growing op- 
pressive, so sadly beautiful was it all, and 
the relief felt by the devout worshipers 
was displayed in their singing of the an- 
them, ** Holy God, We Praise Thy Name.” 

The atmosphere of absolute peace, in sharp 
contrast with the preparations for war by 
am army, rendered the elevation of the host 
more impressive than ever, and there were 
few untouched hearts when the mass was 
brought to an end with the “ O Salutaris.”’ 

Colonel Kavanagh was standing before his 
tent, preparing for ‘‘church call,” this 
morning, when a group of’young men came 
up and asked to be excused from church 
service, as they had conscientious scruples 
against. attending. ‘‘ Certain!y,” said the 
Colonel. ** Sergeant, take these young men 
and any others to any church they desire.” 
** Well, Colonel,”’ they continued, “ that fs 
hardly what we meant. We do not wish 
to go to church at all.” 

*“ Why, certainly not, if you don’t wish tu,” 
and the Colonel’s eyes brightened with the 
joke he was preparing. ‘ Why, certainly 
not. Sergeant, take these men out in the 
company street and read the articles of war 
to them.”’

It is 
now believed that the land forces will be 
disembarked at.Punta Cabrera, a few miles 
west of Santiago, under protection of Samp- 
son's guns, and that from thi point the 
movement against the rear of the Span- 
ish fortifications will take place. Cervera

THE WAR REVENUE BILL. 

The Senate has passed the war revenue 
bill. Seven Democrats—Caffery, Gorman, 
Lindsay, McEnery, Mitchell, Murphy, and 
Turpie—voted for it in spite of the fact 
that it authorizes the sale of bonds. Two- 
thirds of the Democrats cast their votes 
against a measure designed to provide the 
méeans to carry on a war for which all 
of them voted and which they are all in- 
sisting shall be carried on “ vigorously.” 
They voted against it because it does not 
contain provisions the effect of which would 
be to debase the currency and impede the 
prosecution of the war. 

The bill as it passed the House had an es- 
timated revenue-producing power of 100 

millions, The amendments which the Sen- 
ate has adopted will add about 60 or 70 
millions to that sum. At the last moment 
the Senate voted to impose a duty of 10 
cents a pound on tea, which will produce 
about 10 million dollars. The legacy tax 
is estimated at 9 millions. Special taxes 
have been imposed on bankers, insurance 
agents, theaters, circuses, etc. The stamp 
taxes have been extended so as to cover 
all receipts for money, telephone messages, 
and dealings in “futures” on boards of 
trade and exchanges. The refiners of 
petfoleum and sugar are required to pay one- 
quarter of 1 per cent on their gross receipts. 

It is admitted that the expenses of the 
war will be greater.than it was assumed 
they would be when the revenue bil) passed 
thé House in the last week of April. Fur- 
as rE failure to act speedily has de- 
prived government of more than a 
month’s taxes. The House cannot plead 
that there is no necessity for the increased 
revenue which the Senate amendments wil! 
fufnish, and therefore most of those amend- 
ménts should be concurred in without hes- 
itation. The duty on tea is one the 
propriety of which Tue Trisune has up- 
held from the beginning. The House did 
not impose a duty because it wanted only 
internal revenue taxes in its bill, It can 
afford to make one exception. _ 

Other Senate amendments which the 
House is disinclined to accept are those lim- 
iting the bond issue and ordering the coin- 
age of the silver bullion at the rate of four 
million dollars a month. The latter amend- 
ment is unnecessary and unwise. While 
concurring in the bulk of the tax amend- 
merits of the Senate the House should re- 
ject this proposition to swell the volume of 
the silver money. » 

The Senate has selected as its conferees 
Messrs. Allison, Aldrich, and Jones of 
Arkansas. The House has not selected its 
members yet, but will do so today. Then 
the conference committee will take hold of . 
the bill and will patch up a measure which 
will secure a majority vote in both Houses.

ANGLO-AMERICAN SYMPATHY. 

There has been no more significant or 
unique illustration of the drift of public 
sentiment in both England and America 
towards a closer relation of friendship and 
sympathy between the two nations than | 
was furnished by the Anglo-American ban- 
quet in London on Friday night last. Of 
the 600 guests present, as might naturally 
be expected, a majority were English; and 
yet the predominant sentiment was as em- 
phatically friendly to the United States as 
if the meeting had been unanimously Amer- 
ican. The popular character of the assem- 
blage was demonstrated by the fact that it 
was in no sense of a party or official char- 
acter, no representatives of either govern- 
ment being present. Neither was the policy 
of a formal or written alliance between the 
two nations urged by any of the speakers, 
but only a strong sentiment expressed in 
favor of the results which the United States 
is seeking to accomplish by the present war 
ang an indorsement of the manner in which 
the war been conducted, as well as an 
earnest advecacy of the maintenance of a 
feeling of friendship and cordial sympathy 
betwen the American and the English peo- | 
ple.

It would be premature to speak of an alliance 
in the sense in which continental Chancellors em- 
ploy the term, but it would be an error not less 
grave to deprecate the benefite which must accrue 
to the United States and Great Britain from the 


knowledge that they can look to each other for 
sympathy and codperation. 


This is the view which the cooler-headed 
representatives of both nations take of the 
subject.of an alliance; but it is all the more 
gratifying because it is expressive of a feel- 
ing of amity based on mutual respect and 
cordial good-fellowship rather than a mere 
political union for the accomplishment of 
selfish ends. 


SOME COMPENSATIONS OF THE WAR. 
The United States may not inaptly be 
likened to the young lady who has “ come 
out into society. During the period of her 
teens she has been kept in the seclusion of 
the home and jealously guarded by parental 
care and oversight from too close contact 
with the world. Arriving at the ageof dis- 
cretion and able to look about and judge 
for herself, she “comes out” in society 
and goes forward, conquering and to con- 
quer. The United States has had a sim- 
ilar experience. It has spent its young days 
within the home and refrained from going 
out into the world. It has been educating 
itself and learning the ways of the world, 
It has been preparing itself to throw off 
its hermit garb and abandon its habits of 
isolation and to step out into the open as an 
imperial nation come of age and conscious 
of its strength and resources. It has come 
out into the society of the nations, Admiral 
Dewey presenting it to them on that fam- 
ous Mayday morning far away in the Phil- 
ippines, not with roses and Jilies but with 
shot and shell, not with waltzes and two- 
steps but with the diapason of cannon, 
firing shots heard round the world and an- 
nouncing to that world the advent of a new 
member in the society of the nations whose 
voice and influence are to be felt in the 
councils of those nations, and who is hence- 
forth to have an imperial colonial] policy. 
The war with Spain was undertaken in 
. the. cause of justice, humanity, freedom, 
and national righteousness. No one 
dreamed it would go beyond that, but 
Dewey's glorious victory unveiled a new 
future for this country. It has ended its 
hermit life. It has dissipated traditions, 
broken down precedents, inaugurated new 
ideas and new policies, and expanded re- 
publican jurisdiction. It has brought new 
issues to the front. It has placed the coun- 
try in a position where foreign nations 
must consider it as a factor in all imperial 
projects. Politically, industrially, and com- 
mercially it has become suddenly aggres- 
sive. Hitherto in an isolated position, it 
has been a matter of indifference what Eu- 
ropean powers might do. Now it is a mat- 
ter of importance that we should know who 
are our friends among them, and we are 
rapidly finding out. We have discovered 
that la’*belle France, to whose enrichment 
we have been the largest contributor, is the 
friend of Spain; that Austria would gladly 
help Spain openly if it dared: that Ger- 
many, notwithstanding the presence in this 
country of thousands upon thousands of 
good and patriotic German citizens, has not 
been well disposed to us; that Russia has 
been coldly neutral; and that the one power 
of all others from whom we had smallest 
reason to expect friendliness, Great Brit- 
ain, has proved itselfour stanch friend and 
stands ready to help us physically or finan- 
cially in case any other European nation 
shall interfere in favor of Spain. And this 
country will not forget this friendly attitude 
of Great Britain. It is one of the compen- 
sations of the war that we have discovered 
our real friends, and that in coming into the 
society of the nations we know whom we 
can trust. There have been already many 
compensations in this war, short as it has 
been. It has removed the last vestige of 
internal prejudice and sectionalism and has 
solidified and unifiedgour own country. It 
has revolutionized our hermit policy and 
sent us out into the company of the world. 
It has discovered our real friends, If there 
had been no other outcome these results 
would have been richly worth all that the 


war will cost. 


A MADRID paper informs its readers that 
“the Commander-in-Chief of the American 
army is one Ted Roosevelt, formerly a New 
York policeman,” who was “born near Haar- 
lem,’’ ** emigrated to America when young,”’ 
was educated at ‘“‘ Harvard Academy, a com- 
mercial school’’ (there being “ no universi- 
ties or colleges in America’), and that his 
“bodyguard” is “ fittingly termed ‘ rough 
rioters.’’’ Allof which is extremely inter- 
esting, although it gives the aristocratic Dons 
a contemptible opinion of our army and civ- 
ilization. 


“A BRILLIANT Spanish victory ” is the way 
the Spanish papers aptly describe the sink- 
ing of a “ well-armed auxiliary cruiser ’— 
late the collier Merrimac—with its crew of 
seven men, sent by Admiral Sampson to 
block up the channel into Santiago harbor. 
As this is the only victory gained by the 
Dons since the war began they have a right 
to claim that it is a “ brilliant.” one, as 
Spanish victories go. 

ENGLAND wants @ chance at that $200,000,- 
000 American war loan if there is to be che, 
and it might be a good stroke of policy to 
give it the opportunity even though it may 
not be necessary. The promptness with 
which it would be taken up would furnish 
an instructive object lesson on American

Theme of a Baccalaureate Ser- 
mon by Dr. Gunsaulus.— 


AT UNIVERSITY OF IOWA. 


Plea for Completeness in School, 
Church and State. 


IDEAL OF PERFECT MANHOOD 


‘Iowa City, Ia., June 5.—[Special.]—The 
Rey. Dr. Frank W. Gunsaulus of Chicago 
delivered the baccalaureate sermon before 
the graduating class of the State Univer- 
sity of lowa this afternoon. The unwaver- 
ing attention of the great audience was held 
throughout the scholarly discourse. Dr. 
Gunsaulus’ theme was “‘ The Inscription on 
the Cross of Jesus,” and his text was John 
xix., 19, 20.. In part he said: 
*‘ The presence of the Greek language was 
a silent testimony to the kingship of Jesus. 
The tongue which registered the finest 
achievements of man’s intellect, and at the 
same time noted the fact that they could 
not satisfy man’s dream of himself, wit- 
nessed the truth that the powers of rea- 
s0n and thought in the human soul had 
their king in the Nazarene. The peerless 
grandeur of Jesus’ contribution to man’s 
intellectual life is never so surely seen as 
when we face the problems of the world and 
the soul which called the cross of Calvary 
into existence, and beheld how philosophy 
fails and Christ succeeds in their solution. 


another testimonial to Jesus’ kingship. All 
the prophecies which had stirred the heart 
of man since the loss of Eden were at last 
realized in him. All the far-reaching yearn- 
Ings which in storm and sunshine had gone 
forth from the human heart touched a 
reality which was to satisfy them in him.

pulse at that cross. 

‘“‘Into the heart of man he carried his 
cross to move it with holy enthusiasm 
and passion of self-sacrifice and to found 
there his throne. Today our world moves 
heavenward by the hearts which are ruled 
by his love. The presence of the Latin 
language proves that the will of man had 
found its rightful sovereign in Christ. He 
came into a world -whose moral motive 
power was worn out, and gave to the will 
& new moral motive power. It touched 
every force within the will and roused it 
to action. He made man see God and man 
‘n Christ, and thus man has found the way 
to a godlike humanity in the willing sur- 
render of will. To adopt God’s will is to 
put one’s self in the line of omnipotence 
and to ally one’s self with the iAfinite ener- 
gies. God's perfect will, manifested 
in Jesus, the loftiest dream of the pagan 
ls in harmony, and the noblest Christian 
attains his truest manhood when he has 
learned to sing ‘My Jesus, as thou wilt, 
O, let my will be thihe.’ ”’ 

Dr. Gunsaulus’ peroration was an appeal 
for the further introduction of Christ- 
like completeness into the school, church, 
and State. 

** Let us,” he said, “ bring all these insti- 
tutions up to his cross, that each may be- 
hold a rounded, complete manhood in him: 
that each may get his manhood as an ideal, 
and thus, being full of God, bring forth the 
\deal humanity.”

It is report- 
ed that they were surrounded later and that 
Mercedes was shot, Revolutionists here 
(Monte Christi) say a mistake was made in 
showing any clemency whatever to Gov- 
ernor Galito, instead of killing him off- 
hand, for Galito immediately began blood- 
thirsty measures of vengeance upon ali the 
employés of the mercantile house of which 
Jimines was the head. To the number of 
sixteen they were adjudged guilty of con- 
spiracy and taken out and shot. Among 
them were several boys, not more than 17 
years old. 

In the fight six insurgents were killed, 
and about twenty-four have been executed 
since. It is supposed that General Torevio 
Garcia escaped with Jimines, but this is 
uncertain, 

Advices from Puerto Plata say that all 
is quiet there today. Four more revolu- 
) tionists have been shot since Friday, among 
them a Charles Mercedes, said to be well 
known in New York City. According to the 
same informant the country “ appears to be 
completely pacified.”
